We pay the same freight 
rates, using our own cars, as the lit- 
tle packers do using railroad owned 
cars, or as we do ourselves when we 
ship in railroad owned cars.

Ac- 
cordingly this man was brought before me 
ana placed in a chair where he could wateh 
me through a looking glass, and, without 
speaking, I commenced to read the various 
requisitions and invoices. 


This man watched first my face, then the 


papers in my hands, and after an hour of this 
finally broke down and asked me if I wanted 
him to tell me the true story. I told him I 
already knew it—thus using what we knew 
and what we guessed, I teld him what he had 
been doing. He admitted that I wag right 
and had told him just what he had been 
up to, and then he told us the entire story. 

He and the sergeant had been chums to- 
gether in the States, and when they found 
they were in a position to profit by stealing 
and selling cocaine they could not resist the 
opportunity to make some money. The 
sergeant did the selling, while this man 
attended to the supplies, and they split even 
on the money. The sergeant at the camp, 
however, found he could make more by pur- 
chasing the drug from smugglers, so hé 
double crossed his friend. 

Their plan worked like a charm. When 
a man in the depot received an invoice for 
drugs from the sergeant, if it-was initialed 
he would fill it with cocaine and outfits and 
forward it as so much medicine; then, when 
the sergeant at the hospital received it, he 
in turn would enter it on his books as medi- 
cal supplies and drop it by writing “ Used 
up in treatment.” This would destroy any 
evidence of his crooked work, and if the in- 
spector examined his books he would find 
everything correct. 

In court-martial cases a confession ob- 
tained from the accused is not considered as 
good evidence if net tiated; so we 
arranged fer this man te retyrn to his work 
with the understanding that, if he would — 
help us cateh the sergeant we would rec- 
ommend to the court that he be given con- 
sideration for his work with us. We then 
awaited the next requisition for cocaine from 


the sergeant, and when it wae filled, every 


bottle had a secret mark on it. Our man at 
the other end was warned as to what,was 
going om and he watched the sergeant when 
he recetved the shipment. The sergeant en- 
tered it up as so much medicine and then 
eommenced to sell it. As this was sufficient 
evidence, we arrested him as well as the 
men who had purchased the drug. All 
were searched, with the result that we 
found a large amount of the drug. Sere 
With the sergeant under arrest we next 
brought the men arrested the frontier 
to Bordeaux, and through thtir confessions. 
we were successful! in finding the rest-of the 
gang and capturing them all. After the 
raids were over and the opportunity came 
for us to study the situation we found that 
we had seized over $5,000 worth of cocaine, 
When, tried, all were found guilty, and re 
ceived sentences varying from two years to 
life to the ringleaders.

UTTER is served in cubes or 
fancy shapes at breakfast, lunch- 
eon, and supper. It is: yeually 
and correctly served in neatly 
‘ut cubes for the “home meals.” It 
requires quite a skilled hand to give 
these attractive finishing touches to 
shaping and garnishing of butter. 

If the breakfast, luncheon, or sup- 
per takes the form of a formal affair, 
the imdividual butter plate is consid- 
ered preferable to the bread and but- 
ter jilute, which gives a more bohe- 
injan air to the service. 

At a formal dinner the menu is 
served in courses, each of which is sup- 
plied with savory sauces, and butter 
is considered superfluous, since each 
viand is supposed to be complete 
is or with accessories provided 
‘ompaniment. The neatly cut 
wutter is always in good taste, 
-the family dinner this style of 
ing butter, which is easily prepared, 
should be in readiness, either on the 
table or sideboard. The latter, rather 
than the serving table, seems te be the 
better place for disposing of this arti- 
cle, as here hot dishes do net appear, 
the heat of which would prove injuri- 
ous to the appearance of butter.

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Looking Backward 


at Some Incidents 


of Chicago’s Past 


By Mime. X. 


W is the anniversary of 


the largest, most picturesque 

dances ever given in Chicago. On 

Aug. 18, 1835, 800 Indian braves 
celebrated the signing of a treaty with 
the “palefaces” that ceded all their 
rights to land in and around Chicago 

' to the “great white father” at Wash- 
' {ngton, by a final war dance along the 
‘ banks of the Chicago river, then a 
- sluggish, limpid, reed bordered stream. 

There were no society reporters at 
that time to describe this remarkable 
ecene. This is probably the first time 
that it was ever recorded in a society 
column, but as it is eighty-four years 
ago tomorrow, and as this column aims 
to establish a partnership with history, 
we give you here a brief account of 
this, Chicago’s first real ball. 

If chance should take you tomorrow 
past the northeast corner of Rush and 
Kinzie streets, try to picture to your- 
self that other scene that filled the eye 
and ear [and probably the fiose], just 
eighty-four years ago, when the 800 
braves assembled at the council house 
{which stood on the northeast corner 
pf those two streets] and literally 
“shook the dust of Chicago off their 
feet. | 

If there were no society reporters 
there, there was an eyewitness quite 


Chicago’s First Ball. 

The late Judge John Dean Caton has 
left an account of the spectacle so 
graphic that I venture to give it here. 
Of the assembled dancers he wrote: 


All were naked except a strip of doth 
around the loins. Their bodies were covered 
with a great variety of brilliant paints. On 
their faces particularly they seemed to have 
exhausted their art of hideous decoration. 
Foreheads, cheeks, and noses were covered 
with curved stripes of red or vermilion, which 
were edged with black points, and gave the 
appearance of a horrid grin. The long, coarse 
black hair wae gathered into ecalplocks on 
the top of their heads and decorated with a 
profusion of hawks’ and eagles’ feathers 
strung together so as to extend down the 
back nearly to the ground. 

They were principally armed with tom.- 
hawks and war clubs. They were led by 
what answered for a band of music, which 
created a discordant din of hideous noises, 
produced by beating on hollow vessels and 
striking sticks and clubs together. 

They advanced with a continued dance. 
Their actual*progress was slow. They pro- 
ceeded up along the river on the north side, 
stopping in front of every house to perform 
some extra antics. They crossed the north 
branch on the old bridge, about Kinzie street, 
and proceeded south to the bridge which 
stood where Lake street bridge now is, nearly 
in front and in full view from the Sauga- 
mash hotel ... 

The morning was very warm and the per- 
spiration was pouring from them. Their 
countenances had assumed an expression 
of all the worst passions .. . fierce anger, 


terrible hate, dire revenge, remorseless cruelty 


—all expressed in their terrible features. 
« « Their tomahawks and clubs were 
thrown and branfished in every direction 
- « + and with e4ery step and gesture they 
uttered the most frightful yells. 

The dance cons'sted of leaps and spas- 
modic steps, now forward, now back or side- 
wise, the whole ody distorted into every 
imaginable positio®; most generally stooping 
forward with the wead and face thrown up, 
the back arched first one foot thrown 
far forward and withdrawn and the other 
similarly thrust out, frequentiy equatting 
quite to the ground, and all with a movement 
almost as quick as lightning. . . . It 
seemed as if we had a picture of hell itself 
before us and a carnival of the damned 
shirits there confined. . 


Pictured in Imagination. 

I didn’t mean to quote so much, but 
Chicago's first society reporter of Chi- 
cago’s first ball gives a description not 
to be matched anywhere, and if Eames 
MacVeagh and others in the buildings 
on the corner of Lake and Franklin 
streets (the site of the old Sauganash 
hotel) and if those who pass on foot 
and awheel the route here described 
who have chanced to read these lines

the din and tymylt of Aug. 18, 1919, 
with the din and tumult of Aug. 14,

_ Maj. Eckenfelder to Return. 


Many there are in Chicago and here- 
abouts who will remember the officers, 
English, French, and Italian, who were 
sent by their governments in 1917 and 
1918 to help us train our troops, and 


many of whom became great social fa- | 


vorites. 

Among the most popular of them 
was Maj. L. C. Eckenfelder, who, in 
addition to excellent work in numer- 
ous of our training camps, was of 
great aid and comfort to thousands of 
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civilians who heard his capital and 
spirited speeches spoken from many 
platforms. In the darkest moments of 
the spring of 1918, when the big Ger- 
man thrust toward Paris to many spelt 
the doom and destruction of the allies, 
he never wavered in prophesying ulti- 
mate victory. 

As he had spent three years in the 
front line trenches, both at Verdun 
and at the Chemin des Dames when 
the fighting was hottest, what he had 
to say was peculiarly tinctured: with 
first hand knowledge of ajl the condi- 
tions over there. He contributed sev- 
eral valuable articles to THr TRIBUNE 
at that time which were copied all 
over the west. 

He comes back to this country once 
more, not as a soldier, but as a civilian. 
The fruit of his fourteen years’ ‘labor 
on his ranch in Alberta was almost 
wiped out by his five years’ absence, 
and as he himself says, he has to start 
again and fight a harder fight than any 
in which he took part in France. He 
comes now as a buyer of American 
goods for French firms, and will soon 
be in Chicago.

middle of August is the time 
to watch for meteors. At this 
season of the year the earth cuts 
across the path of an old comet, 
and as it does so “shooting stars” 
rain down by the millions. Out in 
space a meteor is an insignificant little 
rock. Few’of them are larger than 
a big bolder, and the average sizes 
are about that of marbles or golf 
balls. They travel around the sun in 
| Sreat shoals, running in well recog- 
nized orbits, and it is only when ane 
strikes the earth that its presence 
becomes known. 

Meteors hit the earth with velocities 
up to forty miles per second, apd the 
friction from such a terrific speed 
burns them up when they encounter 
the dense strata of our air. 

The August meteors radiate from 
the constellation of Perseus, and hence 
they are called Perseids. If the comet 
of which they are a part were still 
) bright, we should see the whole north- 
‘eastern part of the sky lit up with a 
| gauzy glow during the shower, but 
because the comet disintegrated many 
years ago, we see nothing. 7 

A few years ago three astronomers 
thought it woujd be very interesting 
and productive of good results if they 
could succeed in photographing the 
August. meteors. The thing they

than for commercial or industrial life. 

The large high schools in the cities, 
however, are attempting to meet this 
demand. Commercial courses are of- 
fered, as well as industrial, technical, 
and domestic science courses.

ERTAIN parts of Chicago are 

practically free from flies, I have 

seen just two flies in my home 

this season. When the cool weath- 
er of autumn comes on it is certain that 
a moderate number will try to get in, 
_ but alittle service with a swatter and 
a moderate use of fly paper will suffice 
to keep the house free of them even 
then. Conditions are so good that screens 
are scarcely necessary in this part of 
the town. And why not? 

Very few horses travel these streets. 
There is no stable near by. The garbage 
is wrapped in paper and carried away 
daily. The houses and premises are 
clean. There is very little fly food and 
very few fiy breeding places. In all 
probability there are sections of the city 
tn which flies abound. But it is a safe 
guess that there are not one hundredth 
part as many flies as there were ten 
years ago, at least tn this city. 

It is significant that the typhotd rate 
is falling as the flies disappear. While 
the polluted water and raw milk are 
more important agents in spreading ty- 
pnoid, the part played by flies is of no

mean consequence. Also as flies dimin- 
ish diarrhea in babies likewise de- 
creases.

In the con- 
tro! of flies very much the most impor- 
tant task is the prevention of breed- 
ing. The most effective way to do this 
is to remove the manure frequently. In 
a city manure removal should be on a 
plane with garbage removal. Both serv- 
ices should be performed by the .mu- 


| micipality. The ideal is a daily removal, 


It takes one week for flies to develop 
from eggs in the hottest weather. There- 
fore, manure removal should never be 
cone at intervals of more than one week. 
Howard and Hutchinson say the interval 
never should be longer than three days, 
Since the larve leave the manure a day 
or two after hatching and. burrow into 
the nearby ground. They advise farm- 
ers to haul out the manure from their 
stables and spread it thinly on the ground 
once every day. This is necessary to 
prevent fiy breeding and it is also neces- 


; Sary if all of the fertilizer value of the 


manure is to be saved. 

If the manure cannot be removed at 
short intervals it should be treated 
chemically. The best of these treatments, 
‘according to Howard and Hutchinson, is 
hellebore. Hellebore grows almost every- 
where in the United States. Common 
names for it are Indian poke and_ itch 
weed. One-half pound of the powder is 
dissolved in 10 gallons of water and al- 
lowed to stand for 24 hours. Ten gal- 
lons of this solution are sprinkled on- 
each 10 ecubie feet of manure. 

This will kill 88 to 99 per cent of the 
larve and will not lessen the fertilizer 
value and is not poisonous to chickens 
and hogs. Another preventive is borax. 
Two-thirds of a pound is dissolved in 
10 gallons of water and sprinkled on 
10 cubic feet of manure. This solu- 
tion kills 90 per cent of the larve, 
prevents most of the eggs from hatch- 
Ing, does not lessen the fertilizer value, 
and is not poisonous. Authorities are 
not agreed as to the effects of borax on 
growing crops.

used are Paris green, iron sulphate, and 
arsenite of soda,

there for a few days. They then crawl 
out of the heat and moisture in search 
of a. proper place for the next stage in 
development preparation. At the Mary- 
land Agricultural college they built 2 
maggot trapas follows. A slatted plat- 
form 10x20 feet was built. The floor 
consisted of one inch strips set one- 
half to one inch apart. The floor was 
carried by 2x4s set two feet apart. This 
platform stood one foot above a concrete 
floor which had in time side walls four 
inches high. The floor graded slightly 


toward one corner. In this corner there 


was a drain pipe leading to a shallow 
cistern. 

The stables had water tight floors and 
they also drained into this shallow cis 
tern. A pump set in this cistern was 
used to moisten the manure in the bed 
so as to conserve all the fertilizer values 
and make it a better breeding place for 
filles. The manure was raked up each 
morning and thrown on the slatted bed. 

Flies bred in it freely. The eggs hatched 
and the larve eventually quitted the 
moistened manure, crawled through the 
openings between the slats, and feil on 
the cement floor below. About half an 
inch of water was kept in the cement 
When the 
maggots escaped from the manure into 
this water they were drowned. 

Once or twice a week the plug was 
pulled from the pipe and this water was 
permitted to drain into the cistern. It 
was found that the maggot trap killed 
about 99 per cent of the larve. 

Where there are a great many horses, 
as in army camps, they make use of still 
another method. They pile the manure 
in regular rectangular piles several feet 


high. They then take shovels and beat | 


the slanting sides of the pile into a 
hard, smooth surface. Next they make 
a windrow of hay on the ground just 
outside the manure pile. The pile fer- 
ments and makes enough heat to kill 
practically all the eggs and maggots. 
The few that are not killed wander into 
the straw to pupate,. Twice g@ week 
this straw is swept up and burned, de- 
stroying the pupas. 

. Howard and Hutchinson call attention 
to some other breeding places for flies. 
They breed well in the earth floors of 
stables. g@The ground of the stables and 
around them is generally found infested 
with fly larvew and eggs. Flies breed 
in small accumulations In the corners 
of food troughs and mangers. Chicken 
yards are apt to be important breeding 
places. 

If manure be kept in bins or pits it is 
not necessary to make the top fly-proof. 
There should be a cover to keep the rain 
out in order to save the fertilizer values. 
‘In this cover there should be a few 
ho'es large enough to let the light in. 
Over these holes fly traps should be set. 
The flies leaving the manure pile’ will 
go out through these light holes and will 
be caught in the fly traps. 

If garbage is not emptied daily a fly 
trap can be set in the same manner over 
a light hole made in the cover of the 
garbage can. A trap in this location 
will catch the maximum number of flies. 

In the old days when dead flies were 
bought by the pint the small boy in 
Search of pin money learned that the 
best place to set his trap was on tgp of 
a soiled garbage can. ; 

When flies are very abundant the best 
method of killing them is with a fiy 
trap.

DECLARENT NOT A CITIZEN, 
Chicago, Aug. 11.—[To the Friend of 


the People.jJ—Is it necessary for a de- 


clarant to appear before the court where 
he made declaration when obtaining his 
citizenship, or does any United States 
court grant the latter? — 

Of what country is a declarant -consid- 
ered a part—the country of -birth or 
adoption? If a declarant wishes to 
travel abroad on business before receiv- 
ing full citizenship, can he obtain a pass- 
port? If so, from what country—the 
United States or the land of his birth? 
If the latter, does the obtaining and 
using of said passport in any. way affect 
the completion of the probation for citi- 
zenship, or is it necessary that the two 
years between making of declaration and 
granting of citizenship be spent within 
the United States? READER, 

A petition for citizenship may be filed in 
any court within whose jurisdiction the ap- 
plicant resides. 

A-declarant is not considered a citizen of 
fully naturalized. 
The law authorizes limited passports to 
declarants for travel in countries other than 
their native cotintry. The effect of using 
@ passport issued by a foreign country with 
reference to the naturalization of a declar- 
ant has not been fully determined by the

HE development of the aeroplane has brought to gyery 

nation in the world a great menace, which should 

never be forgotten. The hostile squadrons can be col- 
lected at a certain rendezvous near the frontier, war can 
be declared at midnight, and at half past 12 the great 
night birds can drop on the railway junctions, the arsenals, 
the administrative centers, the barracks, and the muni- 
tion factories ten after ton of bombs, and, if the attacking, 
nation is very unscrtipulous, mighty cities may be bom- 
barded with cylinders containing poison gas of such inten- 
sity that every inhabitamt will be dead by the morning. 
Dawn will come to that nation, and it will find rt headless 
and powerless—its railway systems disorganized—its 
leaders dead—its arsenals, barracks, and dockyards de- 
stroyed. It will have been conquered before <i has had 
the opportunity to resist one blow. 


That is the menace of the future, and it may happen in 
Europe in not very many years. It is also liable to hap- 


; pen in the United States. The two great flights of the 


last six weeks have shown that the Atlantic is no longer a 
barrier to a sudden European attack; just as the air raid 
during the war showed Great Britatn, very bitterly, that 
she was no longer an island. - 

That is one point which, tn the organization of an pms 
force, should never be forgotten. Another vital point 
which should be remembe is that a small,;army with a 
powerful and well equipped aviation service is more formid- 


j able than a large army with a poorly equipped one. The 


side which is the strongest in the air can keep its own 
territories free from hostile aircraft, and can at the same 
time make reconnaissance flights at will far behind the 
enemy lines. As a result the general of the larger army 
will be comparatively blind as to the disposition and in- 
tentions of the forces opposing him, while his own detailed 
movements will be reported tet to the commander 
of the smaller army. 

The moral effect of aeroplanes, both on civilians and 
soldiers, is enormous. The aeroplane is a visible danger; a 
very real sign of hostility, inasmuch as it can be seen by 
so many peop e over a great area at once, and it is very 
terrifying to those.on the grownd, who never know when 
the powerful bombs may scream downwards in a sudden 
hail.

T is evident, therefore, that for its own safety the 
United States should be very strong in the air, and 
always ready for any emergency. The surest way 


wink to guarantee this is to form an aerial reserve, unders the 


control of the government. 4 
In the first place official supervision . should be kept 
upon the design and construction of* commercial and pri- 


| vate aircraft. This should not in any way be in the form 


of interference or delay, but tmasmuch as every fast pleas- 
ure air scout is a potential fighter, and every aerial freight 
-carrier a potential bomber, it will be to the advantage of 
the country if the strongest, swiftest, and most powerful 
designs are encouraged, so that in the event of emergency 
the commercial and private machines may be turned over 
‘at once to the government for military. purposes, 

In designing commercial aireraft allowance should be 
taken into consideration for the fitting of comb racks and 
the carrying of bombs—for the fitting of heavy machine 
guns—for the attachment of wireless instruments and 
aerial cameras, so that in the least possible time a machine 
may be converted from a peaceful freight carrier to a 
capable weapon of war. 

These aircraft should be inspected by United States in- 
spectors during construction, and at fixed periods after- 
wards (perhaps twice a year) in order that their satisfac- 
tory upkeep may be checked by the military authorities, 
Pas well as by the civilian inspection department. Manu- 
facturers should be given all assistance by the technical 
advisers of the government s@ that in all new machines 
the latest devices may be installed to make the particular 


type of aircraft as efficient as pean in every way. Close 
coéperation alone will guarantee the high standard o! 
efficiency necessary if the commercial machines are to be - 
of use as war machines.in time of urgency. 

More important than this, however, is the question of 
an aerial reserve of aviators and mechanics. It was found 
during the war that it took some six months to train an 
aviator before he was qualified. for active service wort. 
This time was not taken in teaching him how to fly (which, 
as a rule, took but a comparatively short time), but in 
teaching him the hundred and one highly complicated 
technical details connected with war flying. Mysélf, as 
an observer, had to pass examinations in wireless lelicg re 
phy, navigation, spotting for artillery, bomb dropping, 
signalling, machine gun firing, and reconnaissance, @Brore 
I was qualified for active service.

they are efficient, while the training for reliable mechanics, ., 
fitters, and riggers also occupies some considerable time. 


N a future war, therefore, a nation with a large body 
of airmen, qualified to take part in military opera- 
tions immediately, will be at a great advantage. The 

maintenance of such a large body of men will be a great 
expenditure in time of peace. There it is where the aerial 
reserve Will be of such importance and value. Let there be a 
nucleus of instructors and highly trained war airmen, and 
let the nation call out its aerial reserve the moment war 
is declared. Then the men keen to become airmen will 
be able to pilot commercial and mail machines, and so will

All hope of any immediate offensive 
had now to be abandoned. It was 
simply “up to us” to hold on like 
grim death to our positions by hard, 


resolute fighting until relief in some 


shape could come, 

It may well be asked how I expected 
such relief to be afforded and whence 
it could arrivé. What hope could be 
justified in face of such overpowering 
odds? 

.As far as reinforcements went, all I 
had to look to was the Indian corps, 
one division of which (the Lahore) de- 
trained on the 19th and the 20th at St. 
Omer, and was now concentrating at 
Wallon-Cappel, west of Hazebrouck. A 
wire from Lord Kitchener on the 22d 
offered me another territorial battalion 
to replace the London Scottish on the 
lines of communication if I wished to 
use the latter at the-front. I had also 
available the Oxfordshire yeomanry 
cavalry, which had been landed at 
Dunkirk. 

These were all the British reserves 
which could possibly be available for 
some time. Doubtless, if we could keep 
our positions for two or three weeks, 
much larger reinforcements would be 
forthcoming. But, even so, it did not 
appear that there was any prospect, in 
the near future, of? attaining definite 
results by an effective offensive. _ 

Nevertheless, I remained hopeful 
and confident of the final result. 

Russia Helps in Crisis. 
ITH the failure of the second 
attack of the Central powers 
upon Warsaw we may takee 
stock for a moment of Rus- 
sia’s achievement. Russia made no

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secret preparation for war, and the Geriority, but in all the retreat from 


outbreak of hostilities had found her 
with her army reorganization incom- 
plete and a serious stortage of equip- 
ment. She had to bring her men by 
slender communications Many thou- 
sands of miles. but she was ready to 
strike a fortnight before Germany be- 
lieved ghe could move. Her invasion 
of East Prussia had done much to re- 
lieve the strain in the west, and heavily 
She paid for her quixotry. 

But afier Tannenburg she made no 
mistakes. Von Hindenburg was enticed 
to the Niemen and then driven back 
to disaster at Augustove, while/in Ga- 


licia Lemberg and all Eastern Galicia. 


were won, and in two mighty battles 
three Austrian armies were heavily 
beaten. 

The Russian general showed that 
rarest of combinations—an omnipres- 
ent sense of a great strategic objective 
and a power of patiently biding their 
time and of temporarily relinquishing 
their objective when prudence de- 
manded. A commander less wise than 
the Grand Duke Nicholas would have 
battléd desperately for Cracow, lost 
a million men and at the end of the 
year been further away from it than 
in September. But as it was the first 
great advance was promptly recalled 
when Von Hindenburg threatened 
Warsaw, and the second also was aban- 
doned when it was at the very gates 
of the city. | $ 


The first battle of Warsaw and the 
battle of Kazimirjev were strategic- 
ally admirable, and the subsequent 
fighting, from Kozienice westward, 
showed the stubborn valor of the Rus- 
sian soldier. Not less brilliant was the 
long retirement from the Warta. There 
was some blunder of timing in the 
fighting between Lodz and Lowicz, for 
which Rennenkampf was held respon- 
sible, but there was no flaw in the re- 
treat to the Bzura or the holding of 
the river line. 

The Grand Duke Nicholas proved 
that he possessed that highest of mill- 
tary gifts—the power of renunciation, 
of “cutting losses,” of sacrificing the 
less essential for the more, We must 
remember that in all these first five 
months of war the united strength of 
the Teutonic league outnumbered the 
Russians by at least half a million. 
Locally, as at the first battle of War- 
saw, the latter may have had the su- 
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the Warta to the Bzura the Russian 
front was markedly inferior in weight 
of men to Von Mackensen’s forces. 
When we remember this we can do jus- 
tice not only to the excellence of the 
generalship but also to the stamina and 
courage of the rank and file... Let 
it be added that reports are 
unanimous as to the behavior of the 
Russian troops at that time, their 
chivalry toward the foe, their good 
humor, their kindliness ward each 
other, and their devotion to their com- 
manders. 

In a decade the miracle of miracles 
had happened. Russia had found her- 
self, and her armies had become an ex- 
pression of the national will “ There 
is as much difference,’’ wrote one corre- 
spondent, “in organization, morale, 
and efficiency between the armies 
which some of us saw in Manchuria 
ten years ago and which crumpled up 
before the Imperial Guards of Japan 
at the battle of the Yalu, and the 
military machine that these past few 
weeks has been steadily and surely 
driving back the armies of Germany 
and Austria, as there was between the 
raw American recruits who stam ed 
at the battle of Bull Run in 186T and 
the veterans who received the surren- 
der of Lee at Appomattox.” 

If, then, I am asked upon what I 
based my hopes during October, 1914, 
that is my answer.

In spite of this, however, the lst corps 
delivered some powerful attacks with 
the bayonet, and in the afternoon the 
artillery of the corps was in action for 
a long time against retreating hostile 
masses. They were splendid targets 
for one brigade in particular, which 
did tremendous execution. 

The inevitable evils of divided com- 
mand are clearly shown when allied 
troops are mixed and the limits of con- 
trol cannot be properly defined. As 


will appear later, I made the most 
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strenuous attempts to minimize this 
very serious drawback, either until reo- 
tified or considerably reduced by ar. 
rangements between the two govern 
ments, but all in vain. I could get no 
hearing. | 
I was #0 strongly tmpressed with 
the danger of the confusion and con- 
gestion which the divided command 
was causing in the north that I went 
myself on the evening of the 21st to 
Ypres, where I was met by Haig, Raw- 
linson, De Mitry, and Bidon (who com- 
manded .a French territorial division). 
Arrangements were there made by 
which ‘the town was to be at once 
cleared of the French troops and the 
left flank of the 1st corps properly 
covered.

Mr. Cohan is the bitterest of the 
managers toward his erstwhile com- 
panions and employés. When a nwu- 
merous delegation of the Friars’ club 
marched to his office and asked him to 
withdraw his resignation he told them 
sententiously that he would never put 
foot inside the institution again, no 
matter what the outcome of the strike. 


Despite the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, there is something about an ac- 
tor’s troubles which appeals to his risi- 
bilities. Even Mr. Cohan has found 
the time and the spirit to have a little 
fun with the situatidn in “ The Royal 
Vagabond,” in which, for the last nine 
days, he has been playing Marcel the 
Barber. The barber shop, which flanks 
the left side of the stage in act 1, 
loses its identity for Cohan continu- 
ously, and he persists in inviting the 
remainder of the cast to “ Come into 
the Lambs’ club.” 
And in “A Kingdom of Our Own” 
(Mr. Cohan, although technically the 
villain of the piece, sings this number 
with the heroine) he has altered the 
lines to something approximating this: 
In a kingdom of our own, |

by far the greater number of 
the German troops deployed 
om the western front had crossed the 
line extending from the Dutch frontier 
north of Liege to Metz, a distance of 
116 miles. As the war went on and 
Germany developed her man power, 
her forces on the western frent had 
been strengthened and in the early 
| months of 1918 they received a very 
great reinforcement consequent on the 
collapse of Russia. 

In August, 1914, some fifty-five Ger. 
man infantry divisions had passed be 
tween the Dutch frontier and Metz, 
and by the middle of 1918 the original 
. front of deployment of 115 miles had 
developed into a battle front extending 

» from the North sea near Nieuport to 
Poente-Mousson on the Moselle south 
of Metz, a great arc with a circumfer 
ence of some 350 miles. 


HEN Germany in 1914 first in- 
vaded Belgium and France, 


created new 


extension of the Argonne. Again the 
intention was to pinch out the forest 
by a combined advance of the Ameri- 
cans to the east of it and of Gou- 
raud’s army to the west. This time 
the plan was completely successful. 
On the right of the American bat- 


tle front the 8d American corps at- 


tacked in the Meuse valley, while the 
5th American corps broke olear 
through such parts of the Kriernhilde 
ling as had not previously been cap- 
tured to and beyond Bayonville, an ad- 
vance of about five miles in the one 
day. 

Simultaneously Gouraud forced his 
way across the Aisne between Vou- 
giere and Attigny and established his 
front om the heights of the eastern 
bank. The Germans were in no mind 
for a repetition of the Argonne strug 
gle. Before the battle started their 
morale had begun to give way under 
the steady pressure of the American 
advance and now it gave way com- 
pletely, while the American divisions 
which had done most of the hard fight- 
ing in October had either been rested 
and had their ranks refilled or had 
been relieved by fresh divisions, with 
the result that the lst American army 
was as full of vigor and energy as it 
had been on Sept. 26, despite its thirty- 


six days of battle and the continuously 


wet and cold weather _ the bleak 
hills of the Meuse. 

On Nov. 2 the 1st American. corps 
on the left of the ist army drove for- 
ward six miles, captured Buzancy, and 
lined the eastern edge of the Bour- 
g°ogne forest, Gouraud at the same 
time reaching its western edge 
throughout its length. The Germans 
immediately evacuated the forest and 
began a general retreat before the Ist 
American army and Gouraud’s right, 


By November 5 the American front 
ha@ sprung forward another six miles 
and on the evening of November 6, 
despite the endeavors of the German 
machine gunners to delay the pursuit, 
a Givision of the ist American corps 
rached the Meuse opposite the south- 
ern outskirts of Sedan, 21 miles fram 
its starting point of November 6. Gou- 
raud with a longer distance to go and 
with the resistance of the German 
troops, who had fallen back from the 
Aisne, to overcome, did not reach his 
objective, Meszieres, until the tenth. 
While the Ist and 6th American corps 
were advancing northward toward 
Sedan the right of the 3d corps began 
to strike out eastward and it crossed 


the Meuse and occupied Dun-Sur- bat 


Meuse on November 4. 


Thence on the following days, the 
$d, 2d Colonials, and 17th French corps 
on the right of the Ist American army 
gradually wore down the resistance of 
the Germans in the wooded Meuse hills 
and on the morning of November 11, 
when the armistice came into effect, 
the Franco-American front eagt of the 
Meuse, was within six miles of Mont- 
medy, where the German crown prince 
had Itved during the battle of Verdun, 
when he was not in his dugout on the 
Montfancon hill ~ 

‘hough Montmedy was not entered 
by the Allies until the Germans had 
withdrawn in accordance with the 
armitice terms, they found on arrival 
that defeat had not changed the Ger- 
map nature, for the little town was 
pillaged by the enemy’s troops before 
they left. These operations on the 
east bank of the Meuse toward Mont- 
medy were extended southward by the 
24 American army which began the 
long-threatened movement toward the 
Briey iron fields. The reasons fer this 
development I must leave for my next 
article. 

How Armies Were Placed. 


YHILE the French and Amer- 
W icans on the southern battle- 
front were completing the task 

set them by Foch the British, 

farther north, were in motion. The 
Germans, at the end of October, after 
their defeat on the Selle, occupied the 


on Sept. 29, and contained more water, 
and of forcing a way through the Mor 
mal forest. 

Thig forest was not as serious an 


army into two parts, one retreating on 
each side of it, for the Germang had 
obtained a great quantity of timber 
from it for their trenches, huts, and 
dugouts, and they had also improved 
the roads through it.

The British army was now 
on the very ground on which it had 
first assembled in France, before it ad- 
vanced to Mons and was about to take 
complete revenge for its early misfor- 
tunes. After an intense gombardment, 
a dense artillery barrage rolled for- 
ward and behind it, with the help of 
tanks wherever they could be used, the 
infantry on the whole thirty miles 
broke into the German positions. On 
the right the ist and 32d divisions 
fought their way across the canal and 
by nightfall were more than three miles 
to the east of it. 

Further north the Germans were 
driven far back into the Morma! forest 
and troops of the 25th division croas- 
ing the Sambre on rafts, captured Lan- 
dricies at the southeast corner of the 
forest. Landricies was defended by a 
talion of the German ist Guard Re- 
serve division, and it was in Landricies 
that British guards first met the Ger- 
mans, when on Aug. 25, 1914, they re 
pulsed a night attack in the streets of 
the little town.
